ns Hereas of late years there hath been brought into this King- 


dome from beyond the Seas, a certaine kinde of ware oz ſtuffe 
called LogWood alias Blockwood, wherewith diners Dyers and 
others haue and doe dye ſundꝛy Clothes, Cottons, ÞParne and o⸗ 
Al ther things: Fozaſmuch as the colours made with the ſaid ſtuffe 
called LogWood alias Blockwood, are found to be very falſe and 
77, deceiptfull, and the clothes and other things therewith dyed, are 
E. ſold and vttered, to the great deceiptof his Maieſties louing ſub⸗ 
4 tects within this his Realme of Ireland. Foꝛ refoꝛmation wher⸗ 
o and fo: that there is no poſitiue law as yet eſtabliſhed within 
this Kingdome — 7 the abuſine and deceiptfull pzactiſe 

in vſing thereof, wee the Lozd Deputy and Councell of this kingdome, taking example by the 
Statute lawes of the kingdomeof England, fo: the aboliſhing of the ſaid falſe and counter- 
feyt ſtuffe made e pꝛouided, and finding the abuſe of dying with theſatd LogWood fo increaſe 
and grow daily moꝛe and moze; to the generall inconuentente ok all his Maieſties louing ſub- 
tects of this Kingdome, haue thought fit to make & eſtabliſh ſome like pꝛouiſionall conſtituti⸗ 
on here by Act of State, foꝛ ſtopping of all er abuſe and deceipt to be done vnto his Ma- 
leſties ſubiects ofthis kingdome . by the vſage of the ſaid falſe and counterfeyt ſtuffe,vntil ſome 
further courſe by Act of Parliament may be pꝛouided foz the vtter ſuppꝛelling the vle there- 
of: And therefoꝛe Wee haue oꝛdered and decreed, and doe hereby ſtraightly charge and com- 
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mand, That no perſon ot what degree ſoeuer he be, ſhall from hentekoꝛth dye oꝛ cauſe to be dy⸗ 


ed, any cloth. wooll. yarne, oꝛ any other thing whatſoeuer, with any of the ſaid ware oz ſtu 
called Logwood alias Blockwood , noꝛ vſe oz mixe the ſame with Oade oꝛ any other ſtuffe, in 
dying of any Cloth. Wooll. arne. oꝛ other thing whatſoeuer. vpon paine of impaiſonment,and 
to rename in pꝛiſon without bayle oz mainpꝛile. during dur the Lozd Deputies pleaſure, and 
to incurre ſuch further cenſure and puniſhment by fine oꝛ other wile, as to Us the Loꝛd D 
— Councell ſhall be thought fit to be inflicted foꝛ their contempt in that behalfe. And fur- 
ther that all ſuch Logwood alias Blockwood, in whoſe hands ſoeuer the ſame ſhall be found 
within this Kingdome after the Feaſtof Midſommer nextenſuing, ſhall beſeiſed and openl 
burned by the Maioꝛ oꝛ other head officer of the citie oꝛ towne cozpozate, oꝛ of any one Juſtice 
of — ofthe county where it ſhall be found. as a matter of deceipt, tending to the generall a⸗ 
buſe and deceipt of all his Maieſties ſubiects of this kingdome. 

And to the intent the ſaid pꝛactiſe of dying with ſuch deceiptfull ſtuffe as afoꝛeſald. may be 
the better diſcouered, which being cloſely and ſecretly done by the offenders, will otherwiſe 
hardly be found out, e haue therefoꝛe further ozderedand ozdayned, and doe hereby publiſh 
and declare, That it any perſon ſhal be ſuſpected to offend as atoꝛeſaſd. that then it ſhal & ma 
be lawful to e foꝛ any Juſtice oz Juſtices of P. ot the ſame county where the ſaid ſuppoſedof: 
fenders ſhall dwell, if they dwell out of a coꝛpoꝛate towne oz city: and if they dwell within a 
toꝛpoꝛate towne oꝛ city, then fo: the Mayoꝛ, Bayliffe oz other head officer of ſuch 


towne oꝛ city where ſuch ſuppoſed offendoꝛs ſhall dwell notice 02 infozmation to 
ay troop dons yy ene ouſes and back-ſides of all 
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— —— And ik they ſhall finde that

ſtuffe whatſoeuer.after the time of the publiſhing hereof by Pꝛoclamation, then to commit
